There were thumbs up all around for 
the Simcoe County Student Transporta¬ 
tion Consortium’s First Rider program, 
offered in Bradford on Aug. 29. 

The Consortium, which co-ordinates 

and Simcoe Muskoka Catholic Dis¬ 
trict School Boards and transports over 
34,000 students to and from school daily, 
created the program to provide Junior 
and Senior Kindergarten kids and their 
parents with information on bus safety, 
and young students with the assurance 
to ride the buses alone at the start of the 
school year 

“Ifsto support our JK and SK students 
and parents - to make them comfortable 
on that first bus ride, and to inform them 
of the responsibilities and the role of the 
bus drivei;' said Michael Kodama, CEO 
with the SCSTC. "One of the things that 
we all know is that there is some appre¬ 
hension and nervousness, not only by 
the students, but their parents.” 

This is the fourth year for the First 
Rider Program, which combines a video 
and question-and-answer period, with a 
ride on a real school bus. “The feedback 
that we have received from the program 
is positive. The parents appreciate the 

And so do the bus drivers. Young 
students learn what they should and 
shouldn’t do aboard a school bus, and 
howto safely get on and off the bus, wait¬ 
ing for the driver’s signal that all is safe. 

"Safety is a priority,” Kodama said. 

I ast year, the free program reached an 


estimated 800 young students and their 
parents, across the county. This year, 
the program has been expanded, even 
offering evening sessions, to accom¬ 
modate working families.

Colour-coded bus tags have been intro¬ 
duced to help kids find the right bus. 

• Always hold on to the handrail, get¬ 
ting on and off the bus. 

• Knowthe Danger Zone around the 
bus... Take 10 giant steps away fiom the 
bus, and 10 giant steps past the front of 
the bus, if crossing the road. Be sure you 
can seethe driver and the driver can see 
you, and watch for the signal that it is safe 
to cross. Stop when you reach the edge of 
the bus and look both ways to ensure it

Town will switch to LED lighting 


The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has authorized an 
agreement with Honeywell Ltd., 
to replace approximately 2,600 of 
the town’s streetlights with LED 
lighting by the end of the year. 

The timeframe was originally 
proposed to take advantage of 
a $220,000 grant from the Inde¬ 
pendent Electricity System Oper¬ 
ator. Grant funding, initially 
expected to run out at the end of 
2015, has now been extended to 
mid-2016 - but Mike Pringle of 
Honeywell urged the town to keep 
to the original timeline, since “for 
every month we’re delayed, you’re 
missing $19,000 in savings.” 

Honeywell has carried out 
a survey of the existing light¬ 
ing in BWG, and is proposing to 
upfront the $2,001 million cost of 
replacing the existing high pres¬ 
sure sodium and mercury vapour 
lights with high-efficiency LEDs. 

The agreement would see the 
Town repay the costs over an 11 
year period, entirely through the 
projected energy savings - receiv¬ 
ing a small positive cash flow of 
about $4,871 per year. The Town 
would also maintain a $200,000 
contingency fund, to cover “unan¬ 
ticipated costs" for repairs and 


upgrades - but Honeywell is guar¬ 
anteeing annual savings, through 
the program. 

In the 12th year, and beyond, all 
of the savings - estimated by then 
at $241,400 to $265,177 per year - 
would accrue to the Town. Over a 
15 year period, a report to Coun¬ 
cil stated, the positive cash flow to 
the municipality would total over 
$1 million. 

The LED program offered 
by Honeywell has two phases 
- Phase 1 being the streetlight 
replacement. “We're ready to 
roll, ready to implement Phase 1,” 
Pringle told Council in a Septem¬ 
ber 1 meeting. 

Phase 2 would include lighting 
upgrades at the wastewater treat¬ 
ment plant, and replacement of 
the approximately 154 lights in 
the downtown core of Bradford. 
Those are decorative lights, said 
Pringle, recommending further 
consultation with staff and the 
Downtown Revitalization Com¬ 
mittee to select appropriate light¬ 
ing. The extension of the grant 
program to 2016 means that the 
Town has additional time to make 
a decision, and still be eligible for 

Pringle emphasized there will 
be no initial cost to the Town. 
“Only when the savings are actu¬ 


ally occurring,” will payments be 
due, he said, making the program 
“as cash neutral as possible” - 
and removing the equivalent of 
199 tonnes of greenhouse gas, or 
taking 67 cars off the streets of 
Bradford, every year. 

There will also be savings in 
maintenance costs and, Pringle 
added, “Any over-achievement of 
savings goes 100% to you.” 

Council endorsed the program. 

“It's not going to cost us any¬ 
thing,” said Councillor Mark Con¬ 
tois. “It's a plus-plus for every- 

“Any time we can find savings in 
our community, and save energy, 
it’s a plus,” agreed Deputy Mayor 
James Leduc. 

But Councillor Gary Baynes 
wanted to know why the cost per 
light was nearly double what Bar¬ 
rie had paid for a similar retrofit 
program - $850 per light, com¬ 
pared to $450. 

Pringle said that the Request 
for Proposals included a "higher 
performing light" for Bradford, as 
well as project management serv-

Building boom

After a slump in Building permits in 
2014, building activity in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has rebounded. 

In 2014, only 196 Building permits were 
issued betweenApril 1 and June 30, with a 
construction value of $31.72 million. 

During the same period this year, 469 
permits have been issued, with a construc¬ 
tion value of $103.83 million. 

"Last year, we had a downturn. It was 
due to water issues,” said JackTosta, Chief 
Building Official, at the Sept 1 meeting of 
council. “Those water issues have been 
resolved. They (the developers) are play¬ 
ing catch-up... I anticipate we're going to 
surpass the 10 year average this year!' 

Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. worried that 
the town would build out its approved 
lots earlier than expected, and “hit a 
roadblock., no lots.” He wanted to know 
“how much inventory" the town has. 
Treasurer Ian Goodfellow, serving as tem¬ 
porary Chief Administrative Officer at 
the meeting, pointed out “At some point 
in time, we will be built out... Once the 
Greenfield opportunities are gone, you'll 
see re-development” within the urban 
boundaries. Right now, he said, building 
activity "is still greenfields development” 

Dykie asked for a report ftom staff on the 
number of lots remaining for development

Don’t fear the list 


H eritage matters. 

The heritage 
controversy is once 
again dividing residents in 
Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
now that the BWG Heritage 
Committee has proposed the 
addition of over 400 properties 
to the Heritage Registry. 

A number of property owners 
have objected to being listed, 
and have asked that their 
properties be removed from the 
registry, concerned that it could 
impact their use of their home or 
its resale value. 

For years, the town has tried 
to explain that listing on the 
registry is just that: listing. It is 
a way of identifying buildings 
of potential architectural or 
historic value, that simply 
says, “Here is a property worth 
looking at, that may be part 
of the built heritage of the 
municipality.” 

The only restriction: a 60-day 
delay, if a demolition permit is 
requested, to give the town time 
to consider whether the property 
is of such value that it should 
be preserved, and designated a 
heritage site. 

Designation is the formal 
process, that can impact future 
use - that places restrictions 
on alterations to the facade or 
grounds. The owner is asked 
to maintain the architectural 


integrity of the building, but it 
doesn’t prevent renovations, 
upgrades or changes associated 
with maintenance, or interfere 
with the use or enjoyment of the 
building. 

And designated homes tend to 
increase in property value, not 
decrease - although admittedly, 
for anyone hoping to sell a 
property for redevelopment, 
designation can be a stumbling 
block. It’s all a balancing act: 
economic development on one 
hand, heritage preservation on 
the other. 

The sweeping list is an 
attempt to ensure that 
prospective purchasers of 
a property are aware of the 
potential heritage value of 
a building - answering past 
criticism that some purchasers 
have been caught off-guard by 
interest in what has turned out 
to be a heritage home. 

It’s likely that not all of the 
400 properties added to the 
registry should be there. There 
may be errors; we remember 
a long-past committee 
attempting to list a new 
home that had been built in a 
heritage style. 

But listing on the Heritage 
Registry shouldn’t be feared. 

It is, more than anything, an 
opportunity to learn more 
about the town’s heritage.

QUESTIONING THE HERITAGE LIST 

To the editor: I am writing with regards to 
the recent decision of our council to include 
over 400 local properties on the town’s 
Municipal Registry of Heritage Properties. 
My concern is with the heritage committee 
and the qualifications of its members to 
designate some of these properties as 
“heritage." 

Many of these properties clearly do 
not qualify to be on this list. They have 
been renovated and modernized to such 
an extent that only the original walls are 
left. For many of the local farmers, these 
properties are their only retirement fund, 
and if their properties are included in this 
heritage list, they are only one step from 
formal designation. 

I believe that our local heritage should 
be protected, but a different criteria should 


be used to designate someone’s property as 
heritage. My property was included because 
someone pointed it out the the committee 
- without any knowledge of its history or 
present condition. There is nothing original 
left: new concrete roof, vinyl windows, 
insulated inside wails, new ventilation 
system, modern deck. My house looks 
more like a Spanish villa than local heritage 
property. 

My suggestion is to scrap this list of 400- 
plus properties and start a proper study 
of real heritage properties. I quote my 
neighbour: “Last time I checked, we do not 
live in Russia.” 

I applaud this new local council for their 
concern about heritage, but this Russian- 
style designation should not apply to our 
community.

"We’re 
too busy to commute, and we love 
working from our homes here in 
Bradford,” says Gerke, co-owner 
and head of production. 

To date, they have upcycled 
approximately 75 tons of designer 


materials - end rolls and bags 
of scraps, picked up at designer 
showrooms and international 
manufacturing companies. The 
limited supply means that many 
of the bags are practically unique. 

“That’s the beauty of our line, 
they’re small batch, so very 
exclusive. When you see one you 
love, it likely may never come 
around again," says Gerke - like 
the bags made with a stash of 
designer Christian Lacroix’ “But¬ 
terfly Parade” fabric, that made a 
hit in the spring collection. 

Echoes in the Attic was a pio¬ 
neer in social responsibility in 
retail. "We're Canadian, upcycled, 
hand-made, and we use animal- 
friendly vegan “leather’,’’ says Lan¬ 
gevin. "Echoes has really caught on, 
and it's due in large part to such a 
receptive audience, we call our 'eco- 
peeps that spread the word.”
